When Senator Peri-ins fell he tried to reg.iin his balance but 


went down with considerable force, wrenching his back and suffer- 
ing a shock to his spine from concussion. 


Several hallboys frcm Stoneleigh Court ran out and, with die 


help of pedestrians passing, earned Senator Perkins to his apart- 
ments. Dr. Magruder, Senator Perkins' physician, has his office in 
Stoneleigh Court, and he responded at once to a summons. 


He devoted himself 1 o his patient the greater part of the day and 


at once sent for a trainee nurse. The doctor remained with the Sen- 
ator, being still there at this writing. 


No one is permitted to see Senator Perkins and communication 


by telephone is cut off. The doctor says the Senator is suffering
